Action line I 


It was incredible to read in the Daily Sun 


of the repeated burglaries committed by 
three or four young boys who were ap- 
prehended stealing cars only a month ago. 
Doesn't the public have a right to know 
what legal disposition will be made con- 
cerning these delinquents' unlawful ac- 
tivities? If their parents are unable to 
direct their activities, then why doesn't the 
Texas Youth Council take over their care? 


As we have stated before, no names will 


appear in the Daily Sun until actual 
charges have been filed by the arresting 
agency. 


In addition, juvenile cases are handled 


differently by the law. All juvenile offenses 
are handled by juvenile court, which is a 
civil — not criminal — court. The finding 
in a juvenile hearing is not whether the 
person is guilty or innocent, but whether or 
not he or she is a delinquent child. 


As to the case you mention, the names of 


these charged with the CB thefts did ap- 
pear in the Daily Sun after charges were 
formally filed by Garland and Corsicana 
police. This was possible because the 
defendants were all over 17-years of age 
and therefore considered adults by the 
courts. 


The cases have now been filed in Justice 


Court, and the names will appear in 
Courthouse Records. 


When these cases come to trial, the 


Daily Sun will report the findings of the 
court. 


We normally cannot report the findings 


of a juvenile court. It is those courts which 
must decide whether or not a youth must 
be placed in the custody of the Texas 
Youth Council. 


I'm going to be out of town Saturday and 


Sunday, and I am wondering if I can take 
my flu shot either early or late. Are there 
any provisions for those of us who will be 
out of town this weekend? 


Not locally, according to city health 


officials. Billie Conger, public health nurse 
for Navarro county, said that there will be 
no vaccine available locally either prior to 
or following the two-day vaccination effort 
here.

county and receive the shot there. 


Dallas county held its free vaccination 


clinics last weekend and plans others, and 
Ellis county is scheduled for this weekend, 
as is Navarro county. 


I would like to know why the 4th period 


geometry class at Corsicana High School 
has not been issued textbooks. I un- 
derstand they have a few books to share, 
but none to take home or to use during a 
study period. 


Why don't the phase 1 and phase 2 


algebra classes have textbooks? I know a 
student who received a D in the course, but 
doesn't even have a book to use. 


The only textbooks not yet available in 


local schools are the geometry texts 
mentioned in the first letter, according to a 
check made by School Supt. Mark Culwell. 


Those texts, which have been on order 


since the first of school, are expected this 
week. The invoice on the order has already 
been received. 


The geometry text problem came 


because of a new text which was adopted 
for use this year. The school had some, but 
not enough books to go around, Culwell 
explained. When the order was first placed 
for more, administrators ordered from the 
school book 
depository in Austin. 


That supplier was out of the title, and the 
order then had to be resubmitted to the 
book's publisher. 


Because 
of the phasing, or in- 


dividualized instruction, in local schools, 
texts for a specific phase level often 
change from year to year. When that 
happens and a new text is adopted for the 
year's course, the school must be that they 
have enough copies of that title to meet the 
need. Often they don't, Culwell said, and 
they have to order more. 


All of which takes tune. As to the algebra 


problem, Culwell checked both at the high 
school and at Collins Middle School, the 
two campuses where algebra is offered.a 
nd found that there is an adequate supply 
of the book and that all students have been 
issued texts. 


The only possible exception is if a 


student has lost his book and not yet paid 
for it. Until he does, school policy normally 
prevents another text from being issued. 
Textbooks are legally property of the 
state, and the schools are acharged with 
accounting for all copies. 


If the student the secodn writer mentions 


doesn't have an algebra text, then his 
parents should check with the school 
prinicipal where he attends to find out 
what the problem is, Culwell said.

On the second such complaint, officers 


can issue a citation against the pet owner 
for the disturbance. That citation must be 
answered by the dog owner in court.

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College works out 
agreement with centers

An agreement worked out 


between Navarro College and 
the three Bible centers on 
campus has cleared the way for 
a wide variety of Bible courses 
to be offered at the college once 
again. 


After clarifying the Texas 


College Coordinating Board's 
regulations on religious studies 
courses last spring, the College 
found that only four religious 
studies courses could legally be 
offered through Navarro. Those 
were the only religious studies 
courses which could be offered 
for credit this semester. 


In an unrelated move, the 


college board also adopted a 
resolution stating that 15 or 
more students must be enrolled 
in any course before the class 
would actually be taught. That 
was an additional blow to the 
religious studies courses, which 
have traditionally had small 
enrollments at Navarro. 


MEANWHILE, directors and 


sponsoring churches 
of the 


Church of Christ Bible Chair, 
the Baptist Student Union, and 
the United Christian Fellowship 
began seeking a way to continue 
offering a broader spectrum of 
Bible study courses which could 
be taken by students for college 
credit. 


In 
a 
resolution 
adopted 


unanimously by the board last 
night, those centers may now 
offer, 
off 
campus, 
other 


religious studies courses for 
which Navarro will give elec- 
tive credit. 


In part, the resolution reads, 


"Whereas the Bible chairs have 
expressed 
an 
interest 
in 


teaching 
religious 
studies 


courses other than those ap- 
proved by the Coordinating 
Board with said courses to be 
taught on a non-sectarian bases, 


"NOW, THEREFORE, be it 


resolved 
that 
the 
ad- 


ministration of Navarro College 
recommends that the Board of 
Trustees approve and authorize 
a 
contractual 
agreement 


whereby the Bible chairs may 
continue to serve the students of 
Navarro College in a manner 
which is not constitutionally or 
legally prohibited and that a 
policy 
establishing 
the 


relationship between the college 
and the Bible chairs for non- 
sectarian religious instructional 
courses be approved." 


The contract mentioned calls 


for each Bible instructor to hold 
at least a master's degree and 
be approved by the dean of 
instruction, 
that 
the 
Bible 


chairs pay the director's salary, 
that the college approve in 
advance the course outline for 
each course offered, and that 
the courses be taught off-

Loss of one eye doesn 9t 
keep Frost youth inactive

FROST — Determination is the key word 


teachers and school officials here use when 
describing 16-year-old George Page, a 
sophomore at Frost High School. 


Page plays varsity football as well as 


participating in basketball, baseball and 
track, as does many of his sports-minded 
teammates at Frost High School. 


But, unlike his teammates, George has only 


one eye. He says the loss of one eye has 
proved not to be a handicap to him though, 
though. 


"Once you get used to it," he says, "it 


seems like you've got two eyes." 


Page lost the sight in his left eye when he 


was three years old when he was hit in the eye 
with a rock. 


But just before school was out this past 


year, during a scuffle with a cousin, his 
sightless left eye was kicked and started 
hemorrhaging. 


Doctors at Memorial Hospital recom- 


mended that the eye be removed, and a glass 
eye inserted. "I got the glass eye put in June 
or July," he says. 


Since he was unable to see out of his left eye 


anyway, Page says it did not take long to 
become accustomed to the glass eye, which is 
hard to distinguish from his real brown right 
eye. 


Page says that playing football with just 


one eye reallv isn't that difficult, although he 
admits '° being hit from the left side more 


than once because he didn't see a football or a 
football player coming at him. 


"And so far, it (the glass eye) hasn't popped 


out during a game," he adds with a grin. 


However, he did lose the eye once while 


swimming. 


"I like to have never found it," he relates 


with a laugh. "I finally stepped on it." 


He hasn't seen too much action this football 


season, but not because of his glass eye, he 
says. 


"The first day of football practice, I broke 


my arm," he explains. He missed the first 
four games, but has seen plenty of action 
since then, playing almost the entire game 
against Dawson recently. The 6 foot, 150 
pounder plays tight end on offense and tackle 
on defense. 


He says he really doesn't think he's ac- 


cident prone although last year in track, he 
broke his arm while high jumping. 


Page plans to go to college after high school 


and hopefully become either a professional 
football player or a professional basketball 
player after finishing college. 


As to which he would rather play, football 


or basketball, it all depends upon "whichever 
I'm best in." 


He doesn't think the loss of his left eye will 


hinder this chances at 
becoming a 


professional ball player. 


"If I'm good enough, I think I'll have a 


chance," he says matter of factly.

discipline is the keystone to 
education and that "schools and 
discipline 
should 
be 


synonomous. He was presented 
by the Psychology Club as its 
contribution to the clubhouse 
calendar and introduced by 
Mrs. John Remonte.

Psychology Club vice president, 
presided, welcoming among the

superintendent's 


wife, Gwen, and her mother, 
Mrs. R. C. Bankhead. 


"Let me tell you what my 


philosophy is, what our ap- 
proaches will be and something 
about some of otor programs we 
are trying. First, I would say 
that we are morally obligated to 
educate toward self-discipline, 
that indispensable foundation of 
character," Culwell said, ad- 
ding that the school slogan now 
reads, "Education toward self- 
discipline", which, he believes 
should be the ultimate goal of 
every educator. 


Culwell said his approach had 


been termed by some as a 
"back to basics" movement, 
but he hesitated to use this 
expression because "it implies 
that we have left the basics and 
I don't believe this is all 
together accurate." 


"I would like to think our 


approach 
is 
more 
of 
a 


restoration effort, an attempt to 
recapture some of the things 
that have been lost or tem- 
porarily 
misplaced 
in 
the 


schools — mainly the teaching 
of a basic core of skills, facts, 
attitudes and values." 


At the outset, he related he 


had clipped numerous articles 
over a brief time span recently 
from Dallas newspapers headed 
questioningly "can the public 
schools be saved? do schools 
ignore fundamentals?" 


All the stories decry and 


deplore the lack of quality 
education, 
and 
specifically 


point to the drastic drop in 
National Scholastic Aptitude 
Tests 
and 
low 
academic 


achievement. 


There has to be some ex- 


planation for this downward 
trend, and there must be some 
answers to the public's disen- 
chantment with the public 
schools, he said. 


"What has happened to our 


education' processes? Where is 
the problem? What is the 
problem? In an effort to an- 
swer, let me say emphatically 
[that the drop in academic 
{achievement closely parallels 
'the emergence of the so called 
'new freedoms' in the early 
1960's. Young people have 
always probed the structure of 
authority for softness-and they 
found it in the 1960's. This new 
freedom 
was 
completely 


irresponsible, characterized by 
rebellion and rejection of any 
and all authority. It advocated 
lifting all moral restrictions and 
restraints." 


The superintendent stressed 


that the results "have been a 
social 
permissiveness 


unequaled in the history of our 
nation." Other factors, such as 
the deteriation of moral in- 
tegrity in government have all 
contributed to a lack of con- 
fidence in the system, 
in 


authority "and to a general 
overall moral decay in all 
segments of our society." 


"This suspicion and per- 


missiveness have found its way 
into the school — and why not — 
the schools are nothing more 
than an extension of our com- 
munity 
and 
our 
society," 


Culwell observed. 


"Our schools are the product 


of our society. They can be no 
better or no worse than the 
society they serve. If we live in 
an undisciplined society and our 
homes are undisciplined our 
schools will be undisciplined," 
he said. He urged that the 
meaning of discipline not be 
restricted to punitive action. 


"Discipline tneans 'learned 


behavior1 and I believe that the 
foundation 
of character 
is 


discipline and the object of 
education 
is 
to 
establish 


character 
and 
make 
that 


character 
more 
efficient 


through knowledge." 


The superintendent said he 


realized many people feel that 
is the job of the school to cure all 
the social ills today, and schools 


discipl 


have been described as social 
laboratories in miniature. "The 
multiplication tables have been 
replaced in favor of shaping 
social 
attitudes 
and 


diagramming sentences have 
become 
secondary 
to 
the 


propagation 
of brotherhood. 


Maybe we have been forced into 
this out of necessity," he 
acknowledged, 
but 
"book 


learning has slipped down in our 
list of priorities." 


Culwell said he would not 


minimize that social attitudes 
and moral values are im- 
portant, but he would challenge 
the audience with the question 
"Whose responsibility is it to 
teach these particular sets of 
values? Is it the home's or the 
schools? 


"As a nation we have lost 


some values, we have gotten 
our priorities mixed up. As 
parents we must supply a set of 
non-economic 
values 
and 


standards to motivate 
our

Cuiwell noted only so much 


motivation can come from the 
teacher, the most 
effective 


motivation comes from the 
h ome, Of all institutions in 
American society, he said, 
education is the most suscep- 
tible to trends, 
fads, 
and 


inovations, and there might be 
some validity to the charges 
that educational 'gimmickery' 
have contributed to the demise 
in education. For example, he 
cited the new math program, 
saying it proved disasterous in 
its attempt to teach concepts 
before skills, and unfortunately 
the concepts 
were 
beyond 


students 
comprehension and 


consequently they progressed 
through school -without either 
concepts or skills. 


"I think we have stressed 


thinking to the neglect of doing, 
and it is a well known fact we do 
best what we do most," he said. 


Culwell said maybe we are all 


guilty of trying to hard to make 
learning 
fun, 
and 
have 


disillusioned kids by trying to 
tell them learning is fun when it 
is work. 


"I think we need to be honest 


with kids and let them know 
that to learn and learn well 
requires hard work and effort, 
and if they are not willing to 
work and put forth a good 
honest effort they cannot expect 
to be rewarded. Reward is for 
success and penalty for failure. 
Social promotions and such 
practices will not stand up 
under the tests and trials of real 
life, and when we send our kids 
into life's battle with these 
misconceptions we are doing 
them a terrible injustice," he 
said. 


The superintendent said he 


believes "we have accepted 
mediocrity as a standard." 
"And, I think all of us, parents, 
teachers and students alike, 
have adjusted to inferior per- 
formance 
and 
mediocrity. 


However, I think that we have 
reached a point where we need 
to re-adjust our expectations 
and re-evaluate our standards." 


"Our approach, I would like 


to think is a restoration of a 
basic core of skills, facts, at- 
titudes and values — such as 
respect for authority, procedure 
and order, patriotism, respect 
for the dignity of the individual, 
appreciation for cooperative 
effort and the necessity of doing 
some things sometimes that are 
not easy or pleasant." 


As to the programs in Cor- 


sicana, Culwell said "we are 
simply insisting upon improved 
teaching and learning in the 
fundamental 
subjects 
of 


education in more regimented, 
structured 
disciplined 
at- 


mosphere." 


"I am here to tell you the 


hickory stick is back, and I am

They work 
long and hard trying to evaluate 
the applicants for jobs, listing 
their qualifications for the two 
or three things they do best, and 
filing this material for use when 
employers call and list their 
needs.
